Hamburg, Nov. 2.—The Hamburger 
Nachrichten, the organ of Prince Bis­ 
marck, has another article on the sub­ 
ject of the Russo-German treaty, which 
(terminated in 1890, and the disclosure 
of whicfi by the Nachrichten has cre­ 
ated such a sensation in Europe.* This 
article 
is 
entitled 
“The 
Russian 
Treaty,” and describes 
Prince 
Bis­ 
m arck’s agreement with Russia as a 
brilliant success of German statesman­ 
ship. The article then proceeds to say* 
“We do not adm it that understanding 
w ith Russia had lost all value by the 
conclusion of the Dreibund treaty, nor 
will our allies share this opinion. Re­ 
conciliation has been noted with satis­ 
faction th at Germany always employ­ 
ed the Russian agreement to prevent 
and settle differences between Russia 
and Austria. Had Austria and Italy 
thought otherwise they would, during 
the reign of Emperor William I., have 
made representations oh the subject. 
“Among the motives of our expose 
of the Russo-German relations, all of 
which we do not feel called upon to 
disclose, is the continual falsification 
of historical facts by the clerical and 
liberal, and even semi-official, press, 
with the dishonest purpose of mak­ 
ing the governm ent of William I. and 
of Bismarck responsible for all pres­ 
ent evils, especially the rupture of the 
form er favorable relations with Russia; 
a rupture which certainly does not im­ 
prove Germany’s position in Europe. 
“Therefore, we publish the fact that 
the rupture was brought about during 
the adm inistration of General Von Cap­ 
iv i, through his unqualified refusal 
of Russia’s request for the continuance 
of the agreement. 
Against this au­ 
thentic proof th at the breaking of R us­ 
sian ties occurred under Von Caprivi, 
the infamous calumniation of Ger­ 
m any’s policy under William I. cannot 
he proved. 
“We should be deemed more correct 
had no official and documentary ex­ 
planation of the truth been forthcom­ 
ing, as in the case of the Ems dispatch, 
and we even now recommend 
this 
course.”

of seventy feet, striking outside the 
track, while their horse, which was 
killed outright, landed on top of the 
pilot of the locomotive.

Little Rock, Ark., Nov. 2.—An inter­ 
esting story has come to light in con­ 
nection with the sudden 
mysterious 
departure from the city 
of Captain 
Frank Moritz, who until recently was 
employed as superintendent of a mine 
in Fulton county. Simultaneous with 
the departure of Moritz, twelve or fif­ 
teen miners who had been on intimate 
terms with him also mysteriously dis­ 
apeared. It now develops that Moritz 
and his companions have gone to Cuba 
and are now in the insurgent army. 
Moritz has fought for Cuba before. 
He was captured nearly a year ago 
with a number of other insurgents and 
imprisoned in Morro Castle. The en­ 
tire party were sentenced to death and 
Moritz saw several of the number shot 
by Spanish soldiers. 
He claimed to 
be an American citizen and was finally 
released from prison, after being warn­ 
ed to leave Cuba never to return un­ 
der penalty of death.

I to this state he has watched develop­ 
ments on the island and ha3 returned 
to again fight for Cuban liberty.

Grand Rapids, Mich., Nov. 2.—A suit 
of more than usual interest to bankers 
has been submitted in the United States 
court. It is that of Robert T. Gibbons, 
receiver of the City National bank of 
Greenville, against Henry N. Anderson 
and John J. Foster, directors. 
Leroy Moore was president of the 
hank. When it failed, in June, 1893, he 
was found to be a debtor to the amount 
of $175,000, or for three and a half 
times the total capital of the bank. In 
October, 1892, his indebtedness, direct 
and as indorser, was $121,000, and the 
comptroller of the treasury ordered a 
curtailment. The bank was managed 
entirely by Moore, and the directors 
continued to let him have his own way, 
and he increased his liability by $54,- 
000 before the failure. 
The suit is to determine whether the 
directors can be held financially re­ 
sponsible for their neglect of duty in 
permitting Moore to continue his loot­ 
ing operations. Some of the testimony 
adduced, showing Moore’s methods, Is 
sensational in its nature.

in the path of human progress.

thanks to the patient tuition of exper 
iance they are fast losing their influ­ 
ence over human affairs.

The following instructions are given for the information and guidance of voters: A voter upon entering the polling place, and giving his name and residence, will receive a ballot from the ballot clerk, which must have indorsed there 


on the names and or initials of botji ballot clerks, and no other can be used. Upon receiving his ballot, voter must retire, alone to a booth or compartment, and prepare the same for voting. A ballot clerk may inform the voter asjto the 


proper manner of marking a ballot, but he must not advise or indicate in any manner whom to vote for. The voter, if he wishes to vote for all the candidates nominated by any party, should make a cross mark X, under the party designation 


printed at the top of the ballot in the square made for that purpose. A ballot iso marked, and having no other mark, will be counted for all of the candidates of that party in the column underneath, unless the names of some of the can­ 


didates of the party havi been erased, and will be counted for all names written in lieu of one erased or pasted lover a printed name. If the voter wishes to vote for some of the candidates of different political parties, he should make a 


cross mark, X after the name of each candidate he does desire to vote for. If he wishes to vote for a person for a certain office, whose name is not on the ballot, he must write the name in the blank space under the printed name of the 


candidate for the office. The ballot should not be marked in any other manner. If the ballot be spoiled,'It must be returne I to the ballot clerk, who must issue another in its stead, but not more than three in all to any one voter. Five 
minutes’ time is allowed in booth to mark ballot. Unofficial ballots or memorandum to assist the voter in marking his ballot, can be taken into the booth, and may be used to copy from. The ballot must not be shown so that any other 


person can see how it has been marked by the voter. After it is 
marked, it should be folded 
so that the inside cannot be seen, but so that the 
printed endorsements 'and signatures of the ballot clerks may be seen. Then the voter should 


pass out of the booth, give his name to the inspector in charge of the ballot box, hand him his ballot to be placed 
in the box, and pass out of the voting place.

South 
Dakota, also, come reports of the set­ 
ting in of a tide of new agricultural 
population. The facts about farming in 
this region are, that while a man who 
hires all his labor and tries to work a 
large amount of land and live like a 
man of means is very likely to become 
bankrupt, the man who tills the soil 
with his own hands and lives econom­ 
ically, gets ahead year by year. 
The 
prosperous fi,, /tiers, however, long ago 
found out that it is not safe to bank 
on one crop. They raise wheat regu­ 
larly, but they raise something else 
and always have a few head of cattle 
to sell in the fall and a few hogs to 
convert into pork. There is more hard 
work done by farmers now than there 
used to be in the flush times, and there 
is less sitting 
around 
the country 
taverns and stores telling stories and 
smoking ten-cent cigars; but no level­ 
headed, thrifty, industrious farmer is 
getting behind because of the 
hard 
times. On the contrary, the whole bulk 
of farm mortgages in our northwestern 
states is being steadily reduced, and 
this fact tells the story of the actual 
condition of our agricultural classes.
